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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. 19 and 21-27 are pending in this communication filed 02/20/07 entered as 
Response After Non-Final Action, Request for Extension of Time, and IDS. 

2. Claims 19 and 21-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is by Van de Vanter (EPO 769739A2). Van de Vanter discloses 
versioning and editing in a data repository and a version operation executing a 
"checkout", "advance", "checkin" and "branch" command on a particular package 
version of software but fails to disclose a first program to check in and check out the 
database item such that modification of the database item is restricted when the first 
program checks in the database item after the first program checks in the database item 
after the first program checks out the database item. Carrier et al (W) 98/14869) 
discloses testing software code by checking in and checking out a source module into a 
version control subsystem and a software release control system but fails to disclose a 
first program to check in and check out the database item such that modification of the 
database item is restricted when the first program checks in the database item after the 
first program checks in the database item after the first program checks out the 
database item. "Stanford Technology: SQL-Studio Version 2.0 extends visual interface 
to Oracle7 for programmers and DBAs" discloses a convenient "check in/check out" 
feature in an interactive programming environment but fails to disclose a first program to 
check in and check out the database item such that modification of the database item is 
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restricted when the first program checks in the database item after the first program 
checks in the database item after the first program checks out the database item. Cox, 
Thomas B; "Sneak preview of SQL Studio 2.0 (Stanford Technologies Group Inc's GUI 
for Oracle7)" discloses check in/check out where any set of code objects can be 
checked out to prevent SQL Studio users from modifying the same object at the same 
time but failed to disclose a first program to check in and check out the database item 
such that modification of the database item is restricted when the first program checks 
in the database item after the first program checks in the database item after the first 
program checks out the database item. Jurvis, Jeff disclosed HTML source code that 
can be controlled through 2000's simple check-in and check-out feature or by 
integrating with Visual Source Safe but failed to disclose a first program to check in and 
check out the database item such that modification of the database item is restricted 
when the first program checks in the database item after the first program checks in the 
database item after the first program checks out the database item. 
For these reasons claim 19 is deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, and 
claims 21-27 are allowed by dependency.
